TIIK LAliOR COM-MISSION. 

Why lias a Labor Commission boon 
appointed to examine the labor condi 
rions in Hritisli Cohiinbia ratlicr tliiui 

tliosuj. of liny iitlior part of Ciuiail 
Arc llii'si' cDiulilioiis ullior in Ilrilisli 
Columbia than they are in" any otluT 
part of Canada? We should IniaKine 
that labor conditions as they nft'oct 
British Coliimliia, apart from the rest 
of Canada, come ^vholly within tlu 
scope of the provincial government, and 
that it is raihep an impertinence upon 
tlio part of tho Dominion Kovcrnmont 
1(] interfere witli lliem. as if our wiM-lc- 
iii;; men anil employers were sonu: 
straMfjf sort of beast to bu espeeially 
investigated, and tlieir hiibils and ac- 
tions noted. Labor troulde in Britisli 
Coliimliia lias never been connceteil 
with any breaeli of law ami orde 
strilvos have, a.s a rule, been amicably 
adjusted upon local initiatire. This 
spring we liave liad an outbroali of the 
strike fever. 15>it the most serions and 
far-reachinj; ilisinite was settleil, ami 
well settled, on tho initiative of a local 
and unoincial committee of conciliation 
appointed by tho Mining Association. 
'Pile strike in certain departments of the 
railway service was not a iiruvineial 
matter. It extended beyond the boun- 
daries of the province. For that reason 
we believe provincial mediation was 
declined, and the same fact wonhl put 
its circninstftnces beyond llie jurisdiction 
of tho commis.sion. The local effervcsc- 
(>uce in Vancouver displayed no special 
features whatever. It was duo to the 
logic of sympatlietic striking,' and boy- 
cotting, and the loj,'ic of cireumstanei.s 
was perfectly capable of dealiitg wiUi it 
■in a very short space of time. The 
threatened strike at Nannimo was 
averted by mutual concession. There 
reniarns only the trouble at Extension, 
which does not affect 25 per cent, of the 
ooal minors in British Columbia. Tliat 
is the only thing left within the pur- 
view of a Uritisli Columbia Labor 
Commi.s.sion. We may think that Brit- 
ish Columbia has steered her course 
wisely and sanely through the lalxir 
dilliculties which threatened to impede 
her indnstrial progress this spriu;;. Wo 
may think that Britisli Coluniliia public 
opinion lias exorcised a useful and bene- 
licial elTi'ct at crilical monienls, ealeu- 
latLd to imjiress cver.vone witli confidenco 
in our provincial stability, and the 
sweet reasojialileness of oiir population. 
But evidently Sir Wilfrid Laurier does 
not think .so, and by the appointment 
ot a commission ho has stigmatized the 
labor conditions of British Columbia as 
so desperate as to require the ministra- 
tions of tlio judiciary, and the unction of 
the puliiit. Tho iiivi!sti>,'ations of this 
cnnimissii.in aiuy result in profit, but 
thoy must result .in loss and damage to 
the province of British Colunibln.' This 
prrivince requires foreign cajiital for its 
development, and from the way in 
which it has faced and settled recent in- 
dustrial dilUcnlties could proudly say 
that in no country in the world was 
capital less likely to loss and damago 
from one of the gravest of all its 
menaces, industrial unrest. But no 
sooner bad we settled a very serious 
dispute in such a manner that our most 
important industry received a guarantee 
of peace for three years, than Sir Wil- 
frid I^anrier steps in, like a bungling 
ifool, Willi this commission, by which 
he flouts tho province, and advertises 
1o the- world that, in tlie o|)inion of his 
;;overnment, hihor conditions in British 
Columbia are so desperate and peculiar 
iis to rcijnire very special treatment. 
Such action is bound to have a fur- 
rcacliing and most damaging effect. It 
puts tho province, its working men, its 
labor unions, and its RUiployers, under 
u wholly imdeserved stigma. The ap- 
I)ointmeut of this commission is a libel 
upon the fair fame of Britisli (,'ohim- 
bia. We liave not one word to say 
against tlie personnel of the commission. 
Both from Chief Justice Uuntur and 
the Rev. Dr. Elliot S. Itowe, zeal, dis- 
<'retion, fair-mindedness and ability may 
be expected. But we do not envy tlieni 
their task, nor the unfortunate relation 
towards the people of the province in 
which, no doubt, without t^icir knowl- 
edge .'ind consent, they have been placed. 
Britisli Columbia always seems to got 
some solar plexus blow in the foreign 
reputation so necessary to ns,'*jnst when 
coicli<l('nce has bi^eii established upon a 
firm fotmdation. But wo hardly would 
have expected sncli a knock as tliis from 
such a source. The comment in tbe 
financial centres from which we draw 
the money to develop our country, will 
lie bitter reading for British Columbians, 
and none the sweeter becausv^ so nllerly 
undeserved, although so inevitable. 
Where was the briJIi.aut aggregation of 
talent by which wo are represented nt 
Ottawa, when this "unkindest cut of all" 
was aimed at us? Are we represented 
by bat.s and owls who cannot see in 
daylight, or by narrow-minded politi- 
cians who pursue only their own petty 
jmlitical schemes, at whatever cost of 
risk an<l damage to the country they 
are supposed to represent? 



, ^ .THE cSBiL'iSERPENT. 

Tills time-worn creature is usually re- 
garded as Tiiythical. A good deal of sea- 
i rpent literature is undoubtedly mytUi- 
ul, the work of needy fabricators of 
-grape-vine" despatches when legitimnte 
news is scarce. But we have received 
from our correspondent at Bamfield 
Crock a circumstanciaJ account of a sea- 
seriieat which has boon frequently seen 
by almost evcryouo in that vicinity, and, 
rogarding which, there is romarkablo 
iinaiiiniity of description. Tho Bamfield 
Crock serpent has a head like a horse, is 
between 40 and liO feet long, and Ii, cir- 
cumference is similar to an ordinary bar- 
rel.

But if terra 
Jirma has enormous snakes, why should 
not the - sea jiossess ciiormoua eels or 
snakes, when we know it possesses lit- 
tle ones? We might tiiid it a little dif- 
licult to credit the ai)pcaraiice of a 
water sniike hundreds of ieet long, and 
transcending nature in its terrilic qiinli- 
tios. But a water snake from ')() to 
feet long, inhabiting tlic oceanic coun- 
terpart of South American jungles, and 
for some reason or another, occasionally 
appearing out of its i)roper li.abitat, wo 
ilo not liiid it so hard to credit, in fact, 
it is not easy to disbelieve tlie evidence 
submitted in our corresp^mdent's letter.

On the top 
of all comes the heaviest bill of costs 
ever presented by a ministry to the peo- 
ple of this country, coupled witli no 
effective refutation of the contentions 
of the "experts" who tell us tbat, de- 
spite this unjireceilented outlay, the pul;- 
lic services are inediciont. Under our 
system of government it would be quite 
impossible to defeat a ministry whose 
followers constitnted so large a nia.iority 
in parliament. A nieniber may criticise 
his parly, protest against the policy it 
pursups, hut he seldom or never votes 
against it in Canada. The consequen- 
ces are too serious to himself. l>ut 
there is a feature wliicli counierbalances 
this effect of party government as we 
understand it. 'A Canadian government 
seldom nets without taking the consen- 
sus of fipinioii among its followers in 
parliament before doing so. and is, as a 
rule, careful to avoid action which will 
hopelessly antagonize any large number 
of its supporters. In fJreat Hritain, on 
tbe other hand, the policy of a govern- 
ment comes to parliamoni v.iy miicli as 
the actions of u majority in parliament 
go to tho country, ns matters to be 
judged after thoy linve been done or 
decided on. It is (|iiite obvious th.'U tbe 
rigid jiartyism which largely obtains in 
Canada would be very dangerous in 
Croat Britain, where policy does not 
emanate from the party, but from the 
t. 'billet. Arguing by tlu' analogy of 
what is familiar . to ourselves, we do 
not readily understand bow a govern- 
ment with a parliamentary majority of 
117 could ever be dislodged from power 
except by the elTliix of time. lint it 
is by no means an impossible contingency 
in Creiit IJritain. A Unionist cave has 
already been formed, composed of a 
small number of members who are op- 
posing the government in the regular 
parliamentary sense. It is qnitc con- 
ceivable that a large number of goveru- 
niont supporters might vote with this 
cave upon some particular issue, al- 
though not members of it on general 
principles. Then tlio government would 
bo compelled to resign, or usk a disso- 
lution. Although it would, iu this case, 
be put out by the votes of its own sup- 
porters, these supporters would not 
thereby have ciiiinged their jiarty. Tliey 
would simply take the ground that upon 
the particular issue to which the gov- 
oriinient was committed, -they could not 
follow it. It is not by any means un- 
likely that some such issue may come 
up in the near future. The government

The Chinese t:ovcrmiient al the 
i iireseiit time is mainlaining live },'reaL 
arsenals in the inlerior [irovinccs, and 
llie.-c arc working' to ll.e iiltuost eapac- 
ity. 

"It is a matter ol eoinimiu <'iininient 
anion;,' the fnrcM^'ii military men of 
China that the iiretemled Irieipjsbip of 
the Dowager lOmpress of China for the 
wife of .\nierican Minister Conger is 
but a eiever ruse to gain time to uccom- 
plis.li her ends. 

"There are but two things that will 
prevent the cousummtttiou or this result, 
and tluit is the death of the I3mpres.s or 
should she lose her mind. She is get- 
ting old, anil there is a prospect of her 
ilroppiiig off at any time. This alone 
would weaken the Chinese policy. 

"The next move of China will lie with 
the Imperial troops. There is no longer 
any question but that the Boxer uprising 
was instit;aleil by the lOmiire.ss, .\Iosti 
of the lower classes in China are i^-iior- 
aiit, and it wius an easy matter fur her 
to cause theiu to risi! by picturing- the 
foreigners as attemiitiufc' to take away 
their country. However, that uprising 
failed and while the Jihuprcss is making 
good pretentious she is preparing for 
war. 

"When it does come it will be more 
bloody than the last one. 'J'he treaty 
ports of the lOnipirc such as Tieiit.-sin, 
Cliefoo. Amoy and others, wliieli aru 
unprotected, will be the first attacked, 
and itiiere will be nothing less than a 
massacre there. Shanghai will also be 
attacked. There they have a home 
guard, but this will avail iiolliing, for 
tlio lOmpress will have a sullieieiit force 
lo cut these down and the same I'oiuli- 
tioiis as at the treaty jiorts will result. 

"The army <if the lOinpiru within this 
past two years has been more than 
tloubled. 1 speak more particularly of 
the Northern provinces, for in Soutliern 
lu-ovinces they are not holding so close to 
till! throne. In the South they do not 
want a uianchu on Uie throne, but want 
a Cliiaese. There is today not a 
single governor who, during the Boxer 
trouble, .vas icmiwii to he a reformer, 
liolilin;; a position as governor of any 
province, with the single exception of 
Y'tiaii Shili-kui, who is head of the prov- 
ince of Chili, the largest in the Empire. 
He has the lar;?est standing army, ami 
it is sail! that since the u|)rising three 
years ,ago his coiiviclious have under- 
gone a change. At least he allowL>d 
to remain in office.

Water Meters Engage Much At- 
lenHon— Their Advantages 
Explained. 



Suggested That Hoddington 
Island Stone Be Used For 
Library Building. 



'I'lii- chief topic of eonversiition tliese 
.iay<s i:i City Hall cireli'H is water uu't- 
iT.-; ami witli three reiiresenlatives^ of 
nieier luaiiuf aiituriiif,' lirms in tlie city, 
Water Coniniis.sioner llaynuir anil other 
iiiieiiils of the Water Works Depaitmeut 
are busy delving into the mysteries ot 
meter construction and the relative mer- 
its of the d(»!cn or tuore samples for- 
warded by firms who are tendering for 
supplying the city with the uumiber re- 
(Hured. 

It will 1X5 remembered that at the last 
regular mcetinu ot the council the ten- 
ders wore opened and referred to the 
Water Uoniuiis.sioner, the pnrchnsiuK 
agent, and the Finance committee for 
report. A representative of the Colo- 
nist iiKiuirod of Air. Northcotc what 
jiartienlar procedure would be followeil 
in arriving at ii decision ns to the rela- 
tive merits of the various meters, so 
as to nnike an intelligent choice. Ho 
said it was simply a matter for dcter- 
miiuition by an enquirer with adequate 
mccTiatiical knowledge. The sample 
meters would be nil carefully examined 
by sucli a person in whom the city has 
entire confidence, ' and his choice made 
the determining factor in the awarding 
of the contract. 

^Vator Uommis.sioner Ilayniur is of 
Ihe oiiiuion that sulliciont evidence has; 
already lieen advanced hy the opponents 
■ of the" meter system, but in further jns- 
. lilicaition of the position whicli the city 
lias taken in deciding to inti-oduee the 
system f;enerally in Victoria, lie points 
to a 'very interesting article which ap- 
pears in the April number of Municipal 
I5iigineering, a monthly magazine pub- 
lished- in -NevYorfc, devoted- to tlie im- 
provement of- cities. The article, wliicli 
is printed under the caption "Effect of 
Meters on Water Consumption," is as

Ill Allegheny, I'a., -where they .lave 
scarcelv aiiv lueteis in use, the eonsuinp- 
tiou per ciipita per day is liOO gallons, 
while in Brockton, Mass., where S3 per 
cent of their service is metered, the coii- 
sumption per capita per day is but 30 
gallons. Thus it is apparent that the ap- 
parent effect of the use of meters is to 
greatly reduce the consumption of water 
or, more properly, it might be styled 
the waste of water. . . 

In a report of the Bureau of .water of 
.Bultiilo, N. Y^., it is stated that on Feb. 
10, ISUl), when a zero wave prevailed, the 
amount of water delivered per capita was 
•IK) gallons. A large (iiiaiitity of this was 
evidently allowed to run to waste to lire- 
vent it from freezing in tbe pipes. It 
might be interesting to note that their 
entire supply of water is obtained by 
iminpiug and that no record was ]ir-- 
senled of tbe amount of coal coiisuiiumI 
at the pumping station on that cold day. 
About '2 per cent ot their service is met- 
ered, and their average consumption of 
water jier capita ]wt day is about 2U5 
gallons. 

b'urnishing water at lixed rates regar.!- 
less of thi> i|iiaiilily consumed is wrong, 
unjust, uiiliiisiiicsf;-li!;e and airainst tbe 
interests of any iniiiiici|ialily. Under sncli 
a sysleiii the rates cliarged are mere 
giU's's«(irk and iiiany are coniiiellcd to 
pay for the water used <u' wasted by olli- 
1 el s. I'eople are ai)t to ciniiiiliiiu o[ the 
general lax rale, and yet without the 
use of melcrs ihi'y neglect to curb their 
own waslcfirl l I'lidencies in a.llo«'ing 
water to leak from defective pluiiibiiig. 

The great advantages derived from the 
use ot meters arc no longer quesUous of 
I ilouht. It lias Ijeen successfully dem- 
oiislratod by many object lessons that 
their use will produce tl»e following re- 
sults: Thoy will prevent money from 
being expended in procuring, i)iiiiipiii;: 
and 'distributing a large quantity of 
water the greater part of which is 
frequently allowed to run to waste. 
'They will ensure clieaper water, rates 
fo the iinlilii- ;;eiioraIly. They will es- 
lablisli an ei|nilable basis for tlie as- 
sessiiieiit of u aler charges. In some in- 
slaiii'is I lo-y will decrease tlii" quantity 
of wali'i- lo Ik,' tillered, ilicrcliy iiK'i'easiiig 
|llii' I'llicieuc.e lit' lilleriiig plants and iiii- 
proviiig llic (|ii,ilily of w.'iter. They will 
I increase the pressuri' on I he d isl riloil ing 
i liipcs. Ihn.-. lielleriim llie jirolection 
I airainst lire, and Ihey will, in many 
cases where wali'r is fniiiislie<l at (ixcd 
rates, eliminate Ihe ne, cs.^ily of increas- 
ing the supply or cnl,ir'_'iiig the works.

Board of Trade, Chamber of 
Commerce and City Council 
To Take Action. 



'I'oiiight Ml the regular weekly meet- 
ing of ilie Chauiher ot Conunerce, ami on 
I''riday evening next at the meeting of 
the Board of Trade, the much-discussed 
question of linrbor commlsslouers will 
again bo taken up for discussion and 
considerable interest attaches to what 
will be done at those meetings.

The general feeling among citizens of

nieiit can be reached that a board of 
harbor commissioners is desirable, the

peaniiice of a monster leviatlian in the 
watiM's of Harkley Souiiil. Kuniors had 
j been ilicess.aiit ahoiil the pri-seni e nf 
this siilmiariiie siieciineu, but as no 
I 'white niaii or eqiially reliahle suiirue 
Iliad been heard from, little heed 'was 
I atlaeheil lo the story, ^vhidl savored of 
' an iineicnt. v.olf cry, rehashed. 

It is no idle story, However, for tiie 
'olticeiw of itie Uritish cable station at 
Hamlield now offer adeiiuale tesiine'iiy 
that Ihe beast is an ac-tuality and no 
1 senseless fabrication. The Indiana- fre- 
' iineiilly ri'jioried seeing the aiiiinal. and 
they ile.-cribed it as a serpent, frum 
! I'lirly to sixty f.'et in length, with a 
i head soiiuMvhat like that of a borse. 
'< They said the centre mass of the entire 
Jengtli could be seen lying on the sur- 
face, bill if disturbed, the animal would 
olinigate itself without moving percepti- 
i Illy, iiiid rear an enormous horse head 
from iiiiderni'iith the water. I'robaibly, 
' new lo its surroundings, it would diie its 
I head and move off at ii livi'ly clip, 
I showing ciiiMigh of its leng-thy propor- 
tions above the surface to give evidence 
of its great leiiglli. The last time the 
slciinier Tci-s left here, the monster a,;)- 
.proached the inout'li of IJamfield creek as 
I the boat was leaving. It swerved otf 
at a tangent as the steamer headed to- 
! wards the sea, but as soon ns the steani- 
j ei- left the animal astern, it appeared to
